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County on theft of Industrial HEMP 


Coffee County Sheriff’s 
Department investigators 
recently worked with the 
Opp Police Department on 
a theft of property case in- 
volving Industrial HEMP. 

Industrial HEMP is de- 
scribed as being from the 
plant species cannabis sa- 
tiva and has been used 
worldwide to produce a va- 
riety of industrial and con- 
sumer products. In the 
United States production is 
controlled under drug en- 
forcement laws, and to pro- 
duce HEMP in the United 
States the grower must ob- 
tain a permit from the Drug 
Enforcement Agency 
(DEA). 

Research shows the con- 


fusion between Industrial 
HEMP and marijuana is 
based on visual similarities 
of widely differentiated va- 
rieties of plants. Industrial 
HEMP is high in fiber and 
low in active tetrahydrocan- 
nabinol (THC), the psycho- 
active ingredient in 
marijuana. 

Many believe the visual 
similarity in the two pro- 
ducts is creating an increase 
in hemp thefts, despite the 
ingredient differences. 

The alleged stolen Indus- 
trial HEMP in the case 
worked recently by Coffee 
County and Opp law en- 
forcement was taken from a 
tural area of Coffee County, 
according to information re- 


leased by the Coffee County 
Sheriff’s Office last week. 
Four people were arrested 
on a first-degree theft of 
property charge each in this 
case. Those arrested were 
Zachary Douglas, Jacob 
Blue, Kenneth James Wam- 
bles and David Wayne Hut- 
chison. All were charged 
with the theft and booked 
into the Coffee County Jail 
with a $7,500 bond each on 
the theft of property charge. 
Coffee County Sheriff 
Dave Sutton said in the 
county’s press release that 
additional investigations 
into Industrial HEMP thefts 
are ongoing at this time. He 
said further arrests are antic- 


ipated.

The Elba City Council 
met Thursday night, Nov. 
14, for its regular meeting, 
which had been postponed 
from Monday, Nov. 11, due 
to the Veterans Day holiday. 
Mayor Pro Tem Jane Brun- 
son presided 01 ie meet- 
ing in the absence of Mayor 
Mickey Murdock. 

Elba Police Chief Leslie 
Hussey was unable to be at 
the Thursday night meeting, 
therefore, his second-in- 
command Lt. Russ Young 
provided an update to the 
council from the police de- 
partment. 

Young said it had pretty 
much been routine business 
for the department the past 
few weeks and that no 
major cases had come up. 
He did note the new CAD 
[Computer Aided Dispatch] 
System for the department 
should be at least partially 
installed before the end of 
November. 

Council member Rolanda 
Jones asked Young about 
the staff for the department, 
wondering where it was 
with working to be fully 
staffed. 

Young said the depart- 
ment would be sending two 
persons to the police 


academy this month, and 
with them, there would be 
14 police officers staffed 
along with eight full-time 
dispatchers and one part- 
time dispatcher. He said that 
would basically get the de- 
partment staffed with as 
many persons as allowed by 
the city. 

Another question from 
the council was how long 
the officers are committed 
to the department when 
Elba pays for them to go to 
the police academy, and 
Young said they are re- 
quired to stay with Elba for 
at least two years. He said if 
they leave prior to the two 
years being fulfilled, the 
agency the officer leaves to 
go to has to repay Elba for 
the costs of the academy. 

Young did add to his re- 
port that the department had 
been working to assist a 
homeless person whom had 
asked for help finding 
shelter. He said the person 
actually asked to go to jail 
to get shelter thinking he 
had outstanding warrants 
for his arrest pending. Ho- 
wever, he did not have any 
warrants. 

Young said the depart- 
ment had contacted Minis- 
ter Philip Box with the Elba 
Ministerial Alliance in 


hopes of helping this person 
get the shelter he was seek- 
ing to get out of the cold 
weather. 

Assistant City Clerk Pat 
Boothe said the new gar- 
bage truck for the City of 
Elba should arrive for use 
within the next 3-4 weeks, 
hopefully by mid-De- 

“Ceitiber.” She ‘said officials 
were excited to receive this 
news as the current garbage 
truck had been experiencing 
more and more trouble re- 
cently. 

Boothe reported that Elba 
Library director Jennifer 
Amlong was excited with 
the recent “Haunted Li- 
brary” event held in con- 
junction with Pumpkins on 
the Square. She said Am- 
long estimated about 300 
people came through the 
Haunted Library on Hallo- 
ween night, which was a 
great turnout for a first-time 
event. 

Boothe said everyone 
was really pleased with how 
the event turned out, and 
Amlong already was receiv- 
ing requests from people to 
be involved with next year’s 
Haunted Library event for 
Halloween.

Tigers caged 44-6

The Elba Tigers saw their drive toward a state title bog 
down on a rainy night in East Alabama last Friday night 
as they lost to the Lanett Panthers 44-6, in the second 
round of the 1A state football playoffs. 

The Tigers, which ended the season with an 8-4 record, 
turned the ball over on fumbles on six straight offensive 
series and watched as the Panthers turned four of the fum- 
bles into touchdowns to claim the lopsided win. 

Elba got the first break of the game when the Tigers 
Chrystyile Caldwell recovered a Lanett fumble on its first 
play from scrimmage at the Panthers 22-yardline. Three 
penalty flags backed the Tigers up a total of 15 yards; ho- 
wever, and on fourth down Lanett got the ball back at the 
31-yardline. 

Lanett held on to the ball on its second series and went 
69 yards in seven plays to grab the lead. A 52-yard run by 
Que Houston was a key play in the long scoring drive, 
while the score came on a 1-yard run up the middle by 
Kristian Story. Rutilio Olea kicked the extra point, and 
with 1:29 left in the opening quarter Lanett was on top 7- 
0. 

Elba’s next six possessions all ended in fumbles and the 
Panthers took advantage of the turnovers to take com- 
mand. 

The first fumble came at the Lanett 21-yardline after a 
22-yard run by Iverson Lane, and the Panthers needed 
only three plays to cover the distance as they reached the 
endzone on a 63-yard dash by Story. Olea added the extra 
point to push the Panthers lead to 14-0 with 11:40 left in 
the second quarter. 

The second fumble came at the Elba 21-yardline, and 
four plays later Story connected with Travaunta Abner 
from nine yards out for a Panther touchdown. Story ran 
in the two-point conversion, and with 7:55 remaining in 
the quarter Lanett’s lead was up to 22-0. 

The third fumble came at the Elba 29-yardline, and this 
time the Panthers cashed in the turnover instantly as BJ 
Smith scooped up the loose ball and rambled 29 yards for 
a touchdown. Olea’s extra point try was true, and with 
7:55 remaining in the quarter the Lanett lead was up to 
29-0. 

The fourth fumble came at the Elba 37-yardline, and 
the Panthers quickly reached a first down and goal at the 
Elba 9. It was the Tigers turn to benefit from a turnover; 
however, as on fourth down Elba’s Collin Harrison 
stepped in front of a Lanett receiver in the endzone for an 
interception and raced 100 yards down the sidelines to 
put the Tigers on the scoreboard. The extra-point try 
failed, but with 2:34 left in the quarter the Tigers had cut 
the lead to 29-6. 

Elba threatened late in the quarter and reached the La- 
nett 34-yardline, but fumbled the ball away for the fifth 
time in the half, and at halftime the Tigers still trailed 29- 
6. 

Lanett received the second half kickoff and promptly 
marched 61 yards in six running plays to extend its lead. 
Story capped the drive with a 2-yard scoring run, and 
while the extra-point try failed, the Panthers lead was up 
to 35-6 with 9:11 left in the third quarter. 

Elba handed the ball right back to Lanett with its sixth 
fumble at the Elba 24-yardline, and two plays later the 
Panthers were right back in the endzone after a 22-yard 
dash by Kristian Story. The extra-point try was blocked, 
but with 7:28 left in the quarter the Panthers were in com- 
mand with a 41-6 lead. 

Lanett added a 27-yard field goal by-Rutilio Olea with 
8:29 remaining in the fourth quarter to up the Panthers 
lead to 44-6, and while the Tigers did get a late spark from 
the legs of JT Coleman, Elba never reached the endzone, 
and at the final horn the Tigers season ended with the 44- 
6 road loss. 

JT Coleman rushed for 32 yards on six carries and 
Jaquez Prince added 13 yards on six carriers to lead Elba, 
while Kristian Story rushed for 111 yards and 4 touch- 
downs on nine carries and completed 6 of 11 passes for 
56 yards and one td to lead Lanett:
